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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: minor grammatical 
errors. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,12,14,16,17,20,21,22,23, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by USP 5,322,792 (Peguy). 

Peguy discloses a continous composter comprising a container (70) defining a 
first longitudinal axis and having a sidewall (75), endwalls (74,76), an agitator defining a 
second longitudinal axis which is parallel to the first axis and in a spaced apart 
relationship relative to the first axis (see figures 7a and 7b). The agitator has a 
cylindrical outer wall (75a) with an internally rotating shaft (78) with abraiding chains (C) 
extending there from. The container (70) has an air inlet which when material is added 
therein reads on claim 17. The rotational speed of the agitator is much higher than the 
cylindrical container (col. 10, lines 50-54). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USP 
5,322,792 (Peguy). 

The reference is silent as to the magnitude that the rotational speed of the 
agitator is greater that the container (70). The courts have ruled, "[Wjhere the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the 
optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 
105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). Accordingly, the limitations of claim 3 are 
considered to be within the workable ranges disclosed in Peguy. 

Claims 4-11,13,15,18,19,23-40, are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, 
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Claims 45 and 46 are alowable over the prior art of record. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.1 11(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
